one year’s expenses sufficient to care for O peo- 
ple daily, and are satisfied it can be done at an 
expense not exceeding $8,000. 

It is expected that after the first year the insti- 

tution will be very nearly self-sustaining. Our 
efforts will be to accomplish four objects: 
. First—To render it absolutely unnecessary ever 
to give money or food to any applicant, knowing 
that all such will be cared for by the society if 
they are willing to work. If sick, or otherwise 
disabled, proper will be made of such 
cases. 

Second—To render it possible for all who are 
earnestly seeking work to secure it at fair wages. 
This is because we believe that any man who can 
produce a ticket stating that he has worked on 
the streets in payment for his board and lodging 
will be able to secure employment. 

Third—To remove from our city all indolent, 
able-bodied tramps and beggars. 

Fourth—To bring all, so far as possible, under 
the influence of the gospel by conducting an un- 
sectarian service every evening. 

Detaills of the Plan. 


We do not expect to become all-embracing re- 
formers. We expect to deal chiefly with able- 
bodied men. The society proposes to separate 
and help only the worthy by compelling them to 
honestly earn what they receive from the institu- 
tion ana not by competing with other honest 
labor. All labor is honest, and those who seek 
the help of the society will be sent out 
to clean the streets for a few hours, in 
charge of a responsible man, for which they will 
receive tickets entitling them to food and lodg- 
ing for one day. The rest of the time may be de- 
voted to seeking employment. Discrimination 
will be made in favor of men who do not drink. 
It is the aim of the society to winnow the de- 
serving from the undeserving, help the former, 
and be the means of either forcing the latter to 
work or drive them from the city by the failure of

WANT ANOTHER QUARANTINE STATION. 


Canadians Discuss Live Stock Trade with 
America—After Mercier. 

Orrawa, Out., Sept. 11.—[Special.]—In the 
House of Commons on the vote for a quar- 
antine appropriation of $64,800 coming up for 
consideration, there was some discussion upon 
the subject of the quarantine stations. Mr.

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Anew World's Fair bill suited to the latitude and 
of was drawn and 


A bill was drawn based on. the Chicago 
pledge of ten millions and a site, for the pur- 
pose of holding a National Fair. Have the 
pledges made by Chicago on the terms of that 
bill been complied with? No one can dispute 
it. The citizens have subscribed five millions, 
and the third instaliment of 20 per cent is now 
being paid in. When paid, the directors will 
get the five millions the city has appropriated. 
The site has been furnished and an extra sum 
of half a million is bemg expended by the 
Park Commissioners to beautify it. Here is 
more than the whole sum of ten millions. 
Where is the broken contract? Chicago has 
honestly lived up to her agreement, and it is 
vile and mendacious to say that she has not. 

But it has been found that ten millions is not 
enough to make the Exposition what the Na- 
tion wants it to be. The country demands a 
Fair on a grander scale than it did a year ago, 
and one to fur eclipse the French Fair as this is 
a greater nation than France, and tne Fair will 
commemorate a vastly greater event in history 
and home affairs. Were Congress passing a 
Pair bill now in the light of what has been 
learned and done during the last year and a 
half, it would do it on a twenty million dollar 
scale, and would not ask any one city to fur- 
nish all the money. The National Commission 
which represents all the sixty-four million 
people of the United States says that the Fair 
must be a far grander one than Congress con- 
templated when it made provision for its 
National Exposition at Chicago. 

So the question narrows down to this: If 
there is to be a merelyten million dollar Fair, 
then Chicago wants no loan and will abbrevi- 
ate the expenses, the magnitude and beuuty 
of the buildings, and attractiveness of the Ex- 
position. If the demand of the American peo- 
ple thatthe Fair be at least an eighteen million 
dollar one 1s to be complied with and carried 
out, then the Nation must lend some money, 
taking the gate receipts for security, for 
neither the law nor the pledges on which the 
Fair was based call for more than ten mill- 
ions, and this city has provided already con- 
siderably more than thatsum. The responsi- 
bility rests on the Fifty-second Congress. If 
it wants the Fair held on a scale which time 
has shown to be wholly inadequate to the oc- 
casion it will make no loan, give no aid, do 
nothing, and take the consequences and ever- 
lasting disgrace. There will be a Fair held in 
accordance with the law. Chicago will do her 
whole duty and more, and when the Exposi- 
tion closes no one will be able to reproach 
this city with having left undone what it 
ought to have done. The anger of the country 
because the Fair did not come up to its hopes 
and wishes will fall on other heads. 


GENERAL RAILROAD CONSOLIDATION. 

The current North American Review con- 
tains a plea for railway consolidation by 
C. P. Huntington, President of the Southern 
Pacific, in which he states his well-known 
claim that the remedy for all our railroad 
evils is an amalgamation of American lines 
into one gigantic corporation. He holds that 
this would benefit the public in many ways. 
It would entirely abolish the secret cutting of 
rates, which is the source of all our dangerous 
and unjust discriminations. It would permit a 
fair adjustment of shipping interests toward 
each other, he claims, and effect an impor- 
tant saving for the roads from the present 
wastefulness in operating expenses which is 
brought about by the competition of a num- 


ber of roads, each of which has equip- 


ment and other facilities sufficient to handle 
the entire traffic of a territory that all of them 
are carrying. 

He argues that since railroad charges can- 
not be made materially higher without loss to 
carriers as woll as shippers this question of 
economy in operation is a most important 
one, whether it be secured throngh consolida- 
tion or otherwise. He urges that in not a 
single instance has it been deemed advisable 
to disrupt a system consolidated in the past 
(Query, the Wabash?) and incidentally indi- 
eates the kind of equalization he would insti- 
tute under his proposed arrangement by say- 
ing, Lean ores should be moved at a small 
protit over actual train expenses, meaning 
tich ores should be heavily tolled, and that 
rates of transportation should be fixed on a 
sliding scale, not in actual payment for ser- 
vices rendered but in accordance with the 
theory that the traffic should be made to pay 
all it will bear. 

The proposition to extend all over the mo- 
nopoly the system which has been worked to 
the utmost in the conduct of railroad business 
in California to the harm and oppression of 
the Pacific coast shows pretty accurately the 
kind of relief the public might expect from 
any plan devised or indorsed by the “Big 
Four monopolists. True, he says it would 
reduce the cost of transportation to the mini- 
mum, which would admit of the lowest pos- 
sible rates to shippers and passengers,” but 
the extent of the benefit to them would prob- 
ably be no greater than that conferred by the 
Greeks in their present to the Trojans. It 
would simply bring about an intensification 
of the present evils of railroad management, 
which are largely traceable to the code 
of ethics adopted by Huntington and his 
school, and if it were possible for 
his advice to be followed. the scheme 
would soon be radically modified if not upset 
by astormof popular indignation. A gen- 
eral consolidation of 165,000 miles of railroad 
under one management, and that controlled 
from Wall street by “sweaters” like Hunt 
ington, Jay Gould, et al., would be quickly 
followed by a sweeping act of Congress pro- 
viding for maximum charges on all freight 
and passenger service, most effectually put- 
ting a stop to his diabolical policy of discrim- 
inating in favor of such persons, places, and 
products as he or his confederates and min- 

to 


on direct shipments from the East to interior 
points on the Pacific slope. 

If such rest legislation were not at 
od it would be because of a strong 
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cial shipwreck with ite attending demoraliza- 
tion that can only be recovered from through 
a long course of suffering and prostration. 

The American people do not want the con- 
solidation remedy proposed by Huntington, 
and they would not have it long. They would 
recognize 1t as the culmination of the evil 
that has pervaded the land by the adoption 
here and there of the trust plan for making 
a few rich at the expense of the many, de- 
stroying competition alike between cities and 
towns, and between merchants, manufactur- 
ers, carriers, and workers, the last-named be- 
ing the greatest sufferers because of the re- 
striction to the labor market and the over- 
whelming power of such a gigantic combina- 
tion in dictating terms on a reduced basis of 
exertion. The consolidation of competing 
routes all over the Union would destroy inde- 
pendence in the world of business. If such 
an incubus could be fastened upon the necks 
of the American people they would soon shake 
it off as an intolerable yoke, even at the possi- 
ble cost of a revolution. 


THE DEMOCRATS WANT ro MICHIGAN- 
IZE” IOWA AND OHIO. 

The members of the Republican party out- 
side of Iowa do not appreciate the importance 
of the election to be held in that State this 
fall, They say: “* Supposing the Democrats do 
elect the Governor as they did two years ago? 
No special harm is done, Supposing they do 
carry the Legislature? The one elected this 
fall does not choose a Senator. Whatever 
Iowa may do in off years she can be relied on 
in Presidential ones for 20,000 Republican 
majority.” 

Perhaps they will understand better the 
national importance ot the approaching Iowa 
election when they come to know that the 
Legislature be chosen in November will 
apportion the State for Congressmen. If the 
Democrats control it and have a Governor of 
their own they will make a gerrymandered ap- 
portionment which will give them seven or 
eight out of the eleven Congressmen, while an 
honest one would give the Republicans a ma- 
jority of them. Such a theft of seats might 
cost the latter the control of the House after 
the next Presidential election. 

A Democratic Legislature would make also 
such a legislative apportionment as to give 
that party a certain majority in the General 
Assembly to be chosen in 1893, which will 
choose Senator Wilson’s successor. Defeat in 
Iowa this fall means that in the course af a 
few years the two Senators from that State 
will be Democrats. 

Most important ofall, if the Democrats 
have tne Legislature and the Governor next 
winter they will Michiganise the electoral 
vote of the State. They will provide for the 
choice of the district electors by Congression- 
al districts, and in that way will secure seven 
or eight of them. They will do what was 
done in Michigan and divide Iowa into two 
Senatorial districts for the election of the 
electors-at-large. The Eastern district, con- 
taining the river counties, will be reliably 
Democratic. Hence of the thirteen electors 
eight or nine will be Democrats and four or 
five Republicans. And that is the way the 
vote of the State will be cast for President in 
1892 if the Democrats carry the Legislature 
and elect their Governor this fall. In the 
light of these facts the National Republican 
party ought to look on the Iowa election of 
1891 as a very serious affair. 

It is the intention of the Democrats to play 
the same game in Ohio if they can secure the 
Legislature. They care less for the Governor 
because his veto can be overriden by a mere 
majority, while in Iowa it takes two-thirds. 
If the Democrats carry Ohio by such a major- 
ity as to give them a certain assuratice that 
they can carry it next year, and thus get all 
the electors, they will not provide for choos- 
ing them by districts. If not satisfied on that 
point, and in possession of the Legislature, 
they will Michiganise the State. 

It must be apparent to the dullest capacity 
that the Republicans capnot hope to win next 
year, not even with Mr. Blaine, if the votes of 
Michigan, Iowa, and Ohio are to be neutralized 
or to give a small electoral majority against 
them. They will cast fifty-one votes. Under 
voting by States the Republicans would have 
them all. But if those votes are to be divided 
so that the Democrats will have twenty-eight 
or thirty of the electors and the Republicans 
twenty-odd success is hopeless. And the Solid 
South will seat its man in the White House, 
even if they run Mills of Texas. 


JEFFERSON AND THE DECLARATION OF 
INDEPENDENCE. 

The Democratic papers which are engaged 
in defending Jefferson avoid going into the 
question of his authorship of the Secession 
Kentucky Resolutions, which declare that a 
State may nullify the laws of Congress, but 
they have a great deal to say about his being 
“the author of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence.” That being the case, they may be in- 
terested in the following historical record, 
showing that George Mason had previously 
written the same ideas: 

On the llth of June, 1776, Jefferson was 
chosen with four others to draft the Declara- 
tion of Independence which the Congress had 
ordered on the motion of Richard Henry Lee 
should be made. The report of the commit- 
tee was submitted on the 28th of the month. 
On the 12th of June, one day after Mr. Jeffer. 
son was chosen asa member of the committee, 
the Virginia convention, then in session at 
Williamsburg, adopted.a bill of rights drafted 
by George Mason, one of the greatest of the 
Revolutionary Virginians, the first three sec- 
tions of which read thus:

SUICIDE OF A PHILADELPHIA BROKER. 


Charles M. Stokes Fires a Ballet Through 
His Brain—He Leaves a Large Family. 
PLA mera, Pa, Sept. 11.—About 8 

o’clock this morning the janitor of the Hae- 

henlin Building at No. 418 Liberty street dis- 
covered the body of Charles M. Stokes, a well- 
known stock broker, lying on the floor of the 

room he occupied as an office. There was a 

bullet-hole through the dead man’s head and 

beside the body lay a revolver with one cham- 
ber discharged. The case was evidently one 
of suicide and the police were notified and 
took charge of the body pending the arrival 
of the Coroner. The exact time of the sui- 
cide cannot be fixed. As yet no one has 
been tound who saw Mr. Stokes alive 
later than 3 o'clock yesterday after 
noon. Some time after that hour he must 
have gone to his office, and shertly after his 
arrival there shot himself. The deed was com- 
mitted while Mr. was seated in front 
of his desk, for the cloth top was deeply 
stained with blood. After shooting himself 
Mr. Stokes evidently arose from his chair and 
made his way into the front office, where his 
body was found, as blotches of blood are visi- 
ble on the floor of the inner office to the outer 
one. No reason can be ascribed for the sui- 
cide. Mr. Stokes was a man of about 60 years 
of age, and was one of the best known stock- 
brokers in the city. He was a member of the 
stock-brokerage firm of J.G. Walmouth & 

Co., which for years has represented the Phil- 

adelphia company on the floor of 

the exchange. The dead man leaves a wife 
and six chiidren.

STATEMENTS BY 10WA’S GOVERNOR 
NOT EASILY RECONCILED. 


Mis Calamity Talk in New York and What 
He Told a Friend Concerning the Con- 
dition of the Hawkeye Farmers Far 
from Agree—Democratic Statistics on the 
Cost of Producing Crops—His Ideas on 
Capital and Labor. 3 

Warertoo, Ia, Sept. 11.—[Special. — I 
can tell you something in regard to Gov. 
Bowes’ famous ‘New York speech which has 
never been in print hitherto,” said a promi- 
nent gentieman the other day. “I was in 
Chicago on business While the Governor was 
hobnobbing with the big wigs down in New 
York and happened to take the same train to 
return to Iowa that he did, He and I sat to- 
gether in his stateroom in the sleeper for a 
short time after leaving the city. At that 
time I had not read his New York speech and 
knew nothing about his statement in regard 
to the failure of farming in Iowa, and so, 
after conversing a short time on various 
topics, I made the remark, I don’t know how 
it is with you, Governor, but I never start 
back to Iowa without feeling glad and re- 
joicing that I live in that State.’ He replied 
immediately and with. apparent sincerity: 
That is the way I feel. The citizens of Iowa 
are more prosperous than anywhere else and 
the conditions are better.’ Those are, I be- 
lieve, his exact words, and you can imagine 
how surprised I ‘was when, a few days later, I 
read his New York speech and noted how dif- 
ferently he talked when he was down there.“ 

The gentleman who made this statement is 
one who has been prominent in Iowa politics 
for some time past and who was at one time a 
State officer, and his statement is entirely 
trustworthy. It farnishes another subject for 
Gov. Boies to explain in his speeches during 
this campaign. . 

How Boles Gets His Figures. 

In his speech at Cherokee Gov. Boies reit- 
erated his New York statement in regard to 
raising corn in Iowa, and referred for his au- 
thority to the report of J. R. Sovereign, the 
Commissioner of Labor Statistics. These sta- 
tistics, which occupy a large amount of space 
in the recent report of Mr. Sovereign’s bureau, 
are averaged from a large mass of data that 
are so conflicting that their reliability is great. 
ly to be questioned. For example: There 
are ninety-nine counties in this State, and 
Commissioner Sovereign has obtained reports 
from a total of 1,179 farmers in the different 
counties. To get at the cost of raising corn 
they were — to report the cost on forty 
acres of fertiliamg, cutting stalks, plowing 
ground, harrewing twice, planting, cost of 
seed-corn, cultivating three times, husking 
and cribbing, cost of crib room, 
shelling, including hands and machine, 
hauling to local market average distance six 
miles, value of corn land per acre, fencing, re- 
pairs, ete., tax on land, tax on houses, etc., 8 
per-cent to cover investment on land. These 
various items, with the exception of the corn 
land, are added together and taken as the cost 
of 1 forty aeres of land. The cost of 
one acre is then averaged for each county, and 
assuming that thirty-four bushels is the av- 
erage yield per acre the cost of producing one 
acre is found. The whole State is averaged 
on this plan, and thereby Mr. Commissioner 
Sovereign arrives at the conclusion that it 
costs 30 cents to raise a bushel of corn in Iowa. 

Democratic Statistics. 

That is the theory. Now, to see how the 
data correspond with this result, the figures 
quoted for any oer may be taken as an ex- 
ample. From Blackhawk County, for in- 
stance, thirteen farmiers reported to Mr. Sov- 
ereign’s compilation of corn statistics, and 
thirteen, in this instance, is undoubtedly an 
unlucky number, for their reports are so con- 
trad they raise a decided question in

The Liquor Question. ö 

But Gov. Boies’ campaign speech this fall 
treats of another question. It is true that he 
keeps the width of the State between himself 
and any reference to the silver question, and 
no man knows whether or not he, like Mr. 
Dey, the nominee for Railroad Commissioner, 
is opposed to the position of his party on that 
question, and keeps still in regard to it. The 
Governor, however, talks about two subjects— 
one is corn and the other 1s whisky. His ref- 
erence to the prohibition question is, of 
course, the leading effort of his speech.

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PRIME’S CROP REPORTS. 


THE WEATHER EXCELLENT FOR THE 
MATURING or CORN, ‘ 


itty Per Cent of the Crop Belleved to Be 
Sate from Frost~Farmers in the Wheat 
Belt Busy Plowing—Seeding Has Already 
Been Commenced—The Damage to Spring 
Wheat More Serious than Thought at 
First. 


Dwicat, III., Sept. 11.—[{Special. ]—This 
country during the present week has enjoyed 
& period of exceptionally fine weather. There 
have been no storms of rain to interfere with 
thrashing and the temperature has been just 
what was needed for the maturing of the cornu 
crop. A year ago at this date the corn crop 
was practically made; but, as everybody 
knows, it dried up in place of maturing as 1t 
ought to have done, -At no date since the 1st 
of August has the corn crop done better than 
during the last ten days. The present week 
has been marked by a seasorable degree of 
temperature and with the conditions at night 
more favorable than durmg the last thirty 
days. Each day now sees a certain percent- 
age of the corn crop made, and it looks very 
much as if Sept. 15 would see a large propor- 
tion of the corn crop—that 1s, the early 
planted—safe from frost. 

Illinois. 

In Northern Illinois about one-third of the 
early corn is safe now.. One-third will be safe 
by Sept. 20, and the remainder will require 
the balance of this month. ‘he weather is 
dry, which is favorable for the corn. The 
frosts of a week ago did not do any damage 
to the growing crop. In Central Illinois from 
40 to 50 per cent of the corn is out of the way 
of frost. 

Iowa shows a good deal of improvement in 
the progress of the corn crop over last report. 
With a continuance of present conditions 50 
per cent of the corn will be out of the way of 
frost between Sept. 15 and 20, The late corn 
will require until the Ist of Octobor. 

Nebraska reports the present conditions 
have been favorable for the maturing of the 
evrn crop. Fully one-third of the corn is safe 
from an early frost. The bulk of the crop 
will be safe by Sept. 25. The dry weather in 
Kansas during the last few weeks has mate- 
rially shortened up the corn crop in that State. 
In a small way new corn 1s now on the mar- 
ket for feed. 

Missouri reports a small proportion of the 
corn crop would be injured by frost before the 
15th inst, New corn is being used by feeders 
already. In Northern Indiana fully one-half 
of the corn is now safe from frost, but no corn 
— of the new crop fit to feed. Taking the 

tate, however, as a whole there will be a 
large percentage of the corn which would be

Ohio reports about one-third of the corn is 
safe. Little even now hard enough for feed- 
ing.

WORK DONE BY THE COMMISSION. 


A Brief Review of What Was Accomplished 
at Its Last Session. 

Many important World’s Fair matters were 
transacted during the closing day’s session of 
the National Commission. One of consider- 
able importance to the commission was its 
vote in regard to asking a loan of $20,000 from 
the local directory, in order to meet a deficit 
which will be created in the funds of the com- 
mission, The exact amount of the deficit as 
estimated is $23,240, and the Auditing com- 
mittee proposed that in order to meet it no 
money be borrowed, but that expenses be cut 
down. The recommendations were that the 
salaries of the President and Vice-Chairman 
be discontinued ; the April session of the com- 
mission be deferred until July 1, or the begin- 
ning of the next fiscal year, and that the ex- 
pense’ of the Director-General’s office be re- 
duced $3,000. This course would have more 
than wiped out the deficiency, but the com- 
mission decided to put itself in the gay of 
borrowing $20,000. It left the authority to the 
Board of Control to make the loan in case it 
should sée fit. 

It was decided to award medals in the Live 
Stock Department in addition to the cash pre- 
miums offered by the Board of Directors. 
This latter amount is $150,000. Awards of 
medals will also be made of such a character, 
and in such numbers, and in such divisions 
of the Live Stock Department as may be 
agreed upon hereafter. It was also decided 
that the time for exhibit of cattle, horses, 
sheep, and swine would be trom Aug. 24 to 
Oct. 14, 1893. 

The exhibita in the Latin-American Bureau, 
it was decided, should be installed by the 
Chief of the Department of Foreign Affairs. 
These exhibits are to be made a collective 
group in Department M of the classification. 

The idea of an Indian Bpreau was com- 
pletely knocked out. All Indians at the Fair 
will be on exhibition under the direction of 
government officers and Chlef Putnam of the 
Department of Ethnology. 

Provision was made for the appointment by 
President Palmer of the Committee on 
Award, to consist of twelve members. The 
entire subject of awards is to be under the 
control of the National Commission. It will 
endeavor to pay the money for continuing the 
functions of the committee, and the Board of 
Directors will have nothing to do with it. The 
committee was authorized to appoint a Secre- 
tary atasalary not to exceed $5,000. Presi- 
dent Palmer said he would not appoint the 
committee at present, as there was nothing for 
it to do, 

President Palmer appointed the Committee 
on Federal Legislation, and announced the 
members to be as follows:

This committee was appointed for the 
special purpose of going before Congress and 
asking thatthe loan of $5,000,000 desired by 
the local directory be granted. It will also 
ask that an appropriation estimated at 5750, 
000 be made for defraying the expense of the 
numerous juries of awards and the cost of 
medals which it was decided should be 
awarded. The comgnittee has on it some of 
the strong members of the commission. 

Commissioner Martindale secured the 
sage of a resolution providing for a historian 
for the World’s Fair.

For his serv- 
ice on this occasion he was made an officer of 
the Legion of Honor. ..Last summer Mr. 
Dredge visited New York.on a uliar mis- 
sion; he had been invited by a joint commit- 
tee of the American Societies of gineers to 
deliver the inangtral address at the unveiling 
of a monument to one of America’s most fa- 
mous and best-loved engineers—Alexander Ly- 
man Hoiley. The occasion was unique, for cer- 
tainly never before has such a function been 
performed in any country by a foreigner, pres- 
ent by special invitation to preside. But 
James Dredge can scarcely be regarded as a 
foreigner in the United States. After discharg- 
ing this difficult but flattering task, he came 
to Chicago to confer with the World’s Fair 
Executive. After a stay of a few days he 
left, pledging himself to do all in his 
power for the success of the Exposition. It is 
well known how he has fulfilled this pledge. 
The first poe utterance in England about 
the World’s Fair was his, where he read a 
paper on the Chicago Exposition on Dec. 3 at 
the Society of Arts. Since that time the pages 
of Engineering have beeh occupied with very 
numerous articles and illustrations both of 
thé Fair and of re all written in the 
same friendly and help ul spirit, which, it may 
be relied upon, will be always shown by him 
in connection with this great undertaking. 
Mr. Dredge is an honorary member of the 
American Society of Mechanical Engineers, a 
member of Council of the Society of Art, anda 
member of the Royal Commission appointed 
by the Queen to look after the interest of 
Ureat britain at the Columbian World's Fair.

IN MUSIC AND ART THEY HAVE won 
THEIR WAY TO SUCCESS. 


Jeanne Douste de Fortis, the Charming 
Young Musician Who Is Now the Idol 
of London Drawing-Rooms—Beginning 
Her Education When Only 4 Years 01d 
~Anna Bilinska,’ the Talented Polish 
Girl Who Has Achieved an Enviable 
Reputation Among the Artists. 

There are two brilliant women whom Lon- 
don society is just now delighting to honor. 
One of them is very young, and has proved by 
her successful ‘career that the would-be wise 
who persistently shake their heads at so-called 
“prodigies” are not always justified in 
doing so. 

At an age when other children are engaged 
with dolls and rattles Jeanne Douste de Fortis’

fingers were wandering over the keyboard in 
search of melodies which she had heard her 
elder sister Louise play. She was only 4 years 
old, and a very tiny child (even now her hands 
are barely large enough to stretch the octave), 
when she first appeared in London. The oc- 
casion was one of Sir Julius Benedict’s con- 
certs at St. James’ Hall, and she then played 
three pieces, including a fugue by Bach, with 
such astounding dexterity as to take the audi- 
ence by storm. Canon Duckworth, who en- 
rolled himself amongst the little girl's 
earliest admirers—her birthday, which is 
on the same day as his, is always 
marked by an exchange of congratulations— 
told the Queen of the talent exhibited by one 
of her Majesty’s youngest subjects, and Jeanne 
was presently summoned to play at Bucking- 
ham Palace by the royal command. The 
Queen was very much pleased with the won- 
derful little artist, and at the conclusion of 
the performance gave her a beautiful orna- 
ment—a gold cross, with pendant pearls. 
Upon it is inscribed, * The gift of H. M. G. M. 
Queen Victoria to Jeanne Douste, xt. sua 
VII. Feb. 28, 1878.” Since that time Mlle. 
Douste has been overwhelmed with gifts from 
many monarchs, but the Queen’s cross is still 
the most valued of her treasures. Next to ic 
she perhaps regards with most affectiona 
pretty gold bracelet given her about the same 
time by the late Empress of Brazil. It 1s set 
with diamonds, the first diamonds she had 
ever called her own. 

Mile. Do did not, like other prodigies, 
retire into private life after dazzling the pub- 
hie for a few years, There was inher career 
no conscious break betwixt the juvenile and 
the adult artist. She simply developed her 


powers as time went on, becoming a little. 


better each year, never going back; that was 
all. She and her sister rambled the world to- 
gether under the escort of their father, M. de 
Fortis, playing in all the capitals and before 
all the principal monarchs in Europe. Twice 
they have crossed the Atiantic—the first time 
as members of a concert troupe organized by 
Col, Mapleson in 1879, and the second in 1886, 
visiting New York, Philadelphia, and Boston, 
giving in all fifty-two recitals. 

The Douste sisters inake their home with 
their father in Kensington, and a visit to the 
young artists is one of the pleasant experi- 
ences possible. Their rooms are filled with 
mementos of the illustrious dead and their 
living successors. Busts of composers fill 
every niche, portraita of musicians—and espe- 
cially of their own beloved teachers—adorn 
walls, whilst Rubinstein is enframed witha 
laurel wreath, and Mme. Schumann occupies 
a post of honor. Princes and Princesses are 
1 the company, for there are fine auto- 
graph likenesses of the ex-Emperor and the 
late Empress of Brazil, and of the Princesses 
Josephine and Henrietta of Belgium, in whom 
they have always found the kindest of friends. 
Nor is the sight of these all that rewards the 
visitor. Presently Mile. Jeanne will unfold 
the treasures of her album, and then he may 
discover on one page perhaps a frank, kindly 
letter in the bold handwriting of Christine 
Nilson; on another, in the neatest of Italian 
caligraphy. a few charmingly turned compli- 
ments from Patti; here the name which to 
thoge who never saw her even still sums up 
the art of dancing—Taglioni, Then he

catches sight of a funny, wild-looking bit of 
score and the name Sarasate below it; 
to another, Grieg has put his signature ; Long- 
fellow’s handsome autograph stands. out 
clearly from the page; Coquelin is content 
with a modest corner for his elsewhere, whilst 
Heller is represented by a friendly, sincere 
letter, asking the sisters to bring some of his 
favorite pieces to play before a distinguished 
personage. Alma Tadema has drawn for 
them a pictorial riddle, which thousands of 
E have seen, but not one in a thousand 
1a8 suspected to be the work of the learned 
classical painter, as not one in a thousand aiso 
would suspect that Mr. Burne Jones can relax 
his mind from studies of Weltschmerz to 
sketch all kinds of side-splitting fancies. 

Among the musicians, the singers, and the 
painters there are wiiters also who have con- 
tributed to Jeanne Douste’s album. Alex- 
andre Dumas, the dramatist, takes as his 
motto: “Si l'on commengait par admirer 
ce qye Dieu montre, on n’aurait pas le temps 
de chercher ce qu'il cache.“ 

Before the visit concludes Mlle. Douste will 
play something, an Iinpromptu of Chopin's, a 
wild melody by Wieniawski, or perhaps an un- 
published waitz by Emil Bach—a dreamy, 
idealized waltz, to which it would be profana- 
tion to dance. Each or all of these Mlle. 
Douste renders with a grace peculiar to ber- 
self, bringing out every hidden meaning of 
the composer, making of the whole a work 
replete with delicate lights and shades, a 
subtle creation of composer and rformer 
acting in unison. When the delightful per- 
formance terminates all too soon, and the 
spell is dissolved, Mile. Douste becomes a 
young lady like other young ladies, and goes 
off gayly to play a game of lawn tennis with 
as much zeal as though the putting of a ball 
over a net was the chief motive in life! 

The other woman is Anna Bilinska, whose 
portraits have made gomething of a sensation 
in art circles in England. Mile. Bilinska is 
Polis by birth, ber parents, John Bilinska, a 
physician, and Valery, his wife, both being 
natives of Poland. Mlle. Bilinska’s art-edu- 
cation began in London, where, after a few 
lessons from Mr. Gerson, slie took a studio 
with a few friends, much against the wishes 
of her parents. Their united contributions 
—4 the rent and the expense of the models. 

er work was carried on steadily; but in the 
following year, 1883, some domestic difficul- 
ties having arisen, Miss Bilinska visited Paris, 
where for six months she worked at Julian’s 
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when she again found her 
was the very next day hard 

at work at the studio. A few months after- 
wards the artist lost her father by death, and 
the failure of a Russian bank left her penni. 
less in the world. Then indeed camea sad 
period in her life's history—the struggle of 
rising talent with harsh poverty. Still but a 
student, she wished to continue her art in- 
struction in Paris, but had pothing to live 
upon but the produce of her pencil. M. Julian 
generously offered the use of his studio gratu- 
itously, and she, selling her pictures for al- 
most whatever they would fetch, often want- 
ing a meal and like hardships, was resolute in 
her intention to succeed. In this Miss Bilinska 
exhibited the indomitable will which has car- 
eee her through, and struggling bravely for- 

ard she has lived with the art that has been 
the mainspring of her existence. 

The tale of Miss Bilinska’s life work as an 
artist is condensed into the last few years. 
Having exhibited some studies at Warsaw ana 
Paris she wished in 1887 to be represented in 
the Salon, but, as she rather quaintly ob- 
serves, having no money to pay a model, I 
painted my own portrait. It was very well 
placed in the Salon and obtained a medal, aft- 
erwards similar honor four times in succes- 
sion in various exhibitions. From that time 
she has executed a great many portraits— 
something like eighty—which appeared at the 
Royal Academy, Salon, and the Society of 
Pastelists Grosvenor Gallery, where she sent 
some types of Polish peasants very sirong in 
character. 

In the Salon of 1889 was the portrait of a 
lady in a green plush cloak, another of a 
gentleman drawing his sword, and also a large 
picture of ascuiptor molding his clay. This 
year was produced the likeness of Joseph Hof- 
mann, the pianist, which was in the Salon, 
and is to be exhibited at Munich. 

The artist has received very numerous 
medals, diplomas, and honorary rewards at 
the Salon, Cracow, Warsaw, Lyons, and else- 
where, whilst in 1889 she was ndéminated 
Officier de l’Ordre Bolivia de la République 
de Venezuela. 


JUST LIKE A RAILROAD KING, 


The Luxurious Manner in Which Queen 
Victoria Inspects Her Dominions, 

Many times I have seen items in the Amer- 
ican papers which said that the Queen of En- 
gland traveled very plainly; that her private 
carriage was no better than any other first- 
class English carriage. I wish right here to 
say that these reports are based upon no au- 
thentic evidence. An official of the Midland 
road took me into the Queen’s carriage as it 
stood in St. Pancras station, and 1 must say 
it is as fine as any Pullman car ever built— 
and that is saying a good deal, The walls of 
the saloon are of satinwood highly, polished. 
The cushions are of white silk embroid- 
ered in gold thread. A garter containmg 
her motto, Honi soit qui mal y pense,“ sur- 
rounds her initials, V. K. Her large chair 
and it takes a large one, too—is at the back 
of the carriage and faces the engine. At her 
hand is a silver plate n which are electric 
annunciators, pressing which she can call her 
different attendants who occupy another 
compartment. Three other easy chairs are in 
her compartment, besides a satin-wood table 
about six feet long and three feet wide, upon 
which were piled the latest English, French, 
German, and American periodicals. The car- 
pet is of velvet, and in a good state of pres- 
ervation, considering it has been in use over 
fifteen years. The curtains at the windows 
and a portidre are hung on silver poles. The 
door handles are solid silver, and the 
whole saloon has the appearance of solid 
luxury. Victoria, herself, selected the fur- 
nishings, which are said to pattern after the 
white drawing-room at Windsor Castle. The 
whole saloon, with fittings, cost between 
$30,000 and $385,000. The carriage is about 
half the length of an ordinary American rail- 
roadcar. At first sight the carriage impressed 
me as being gaudy, but this idea wore away in 
a moment. 

The railway official informed me that the 
Queen paid about $1.90 per mile for traveling, 
besides first-class fare for eachof her party. 
As the official from whom I received my in- 
formation was in a position to know, this ex- 
plodes other reports that the Queen and her 
suite always travel free.—Frank Leslie’s 
Weekly. 


GETTING RID OF SUNBURN, 


A Method of Disposing of the Tan from the 
Summer Vacation,

PLEADING 


ONE THING WHICH AMERICAN WOMEN 
HATE YET TO LEARN. 


The One Method of Entertaining Where the 
Hostess Is the Chief Factor—Knowledge 
of Human Nature More Valuable in the 
Salon than Beauty or Talent-—-To Be Suc- 
cessful the Queen of the Salon Must 
Bring Out Her Guests’ Glory. 


Mrs. Oliver Bunce, writi in Harper’s 
Bazar, calls renewed attention to the fact 
that America has no literary salon. It has its 
delight ful luncheons, its charming afternoon 
teas, its superb and well-appointed dinners, 
its receptions, its musicals, its readings, its 
discussion clubs, but no intellectual con ver- 
sazione. And why not? The American 
woman is a charming, responsive creature, 
clever in repartee, and with a certain bright- 
ness of nature and aptitude of mind that en- 
liven the atmosphere around her. Her kindli- 
ness of manner and savoir-faire render her 
capable in all directions. By nature she is a 
social entertainer; and yet, with all these 
social virtues, these charming traits, these 
indescribable charms, she does not possess 
the touch and go of the French woman, who 
has accomplished so much in this respect. 
For asalon to exist in America it does not 
mean a great house, great wealth, or great so- 
cial prestige, it does not require a long line of 
blue-blood aacestry, nor has it need of the 
brilliaat dressing of the period. It is the one 
entertainment where the mistress of the estab- 
lishment has everything within her grasp and 
where the master should be the brilliant acces- 
sory. The salon is a school where the art of 
conversation is taught; where the flow and 
ripple of bright ideas, clever minds, and 
charming phrases should find their vent, and 
where liberality of thought and exchange of 
ideas should predominate; where every one 
present should charge the air around with an 
intellectual aroma, so that after leaving it one 
can think, enjoy, and digest at pleasure. 

The art of entertaining is a rare gift. No 
woman can be the leader of a salon or form 
around her a circle that has not great 

ersonal charm; but it is neither beauty nor 
intellectual accomplishments, scientific knowl- 
edge, nor philanthranic gifts, that wield the 
scepter of this charmed circle. It is the true 
knowledge of human nature, the unrivaled 
tact when to speak and what to leave unsaid 
the great power to introduce subjects that fill 
the mind with interest and bring to the sur- 
face the best and salient points of the man or 
woman of letters. The genius who presides 
in her coterie knows full well the brainy and 
the brillant, whose discussions fill those 
around them with pleasure and ad- 
miration. For the modest and re- 
served she exercises ingenuity and 
skill, and helps them to shine before society 
ever was aware they existed. The youthful 
poet, the unsuccessful playwright, the literary 
beginner—she makes them the background of 
the great scholar of the evening. And it is 
through her — — that these lesser 
lights assist in new discussions, new themes, 
new books, and new plays. Her clever per- 
ception and charming manner inspire them 
with confidence, belief in themselves and in 
their future. 

Besides the qualifications that are so neces- 
sary to the pleasure and fascinations of a suc- 
cessful salon, the art of receiving adds much 
to the happiness and brilliancy of the occa- 
sion. The — welcome, the genial greet- 
ing, the flattering compliment —all these give 
tone and vigor to those who enter its sacred 
portals. And still there is a secret the Amer- 
ican woman has yet to learn. 

Forgettulness of herself. For it is neither 
the grandeur of her house, the splendor of her 
gowns, nor the bountifulness of her table that 
will bring into her circle the wit, the brilliant 
scientist, the thoughtful scholar, or the man 
of letters, Her role must be to cover her 
friends with glory, and not herself. Every 
one present must have the chance of expres- 
sion; for it is not the byilliancy of her own 
gifts that makes the tide of conversation run 
smoothly, but it is the tact and ability to set 
people talking, and her lack of intense liter- 
ary inspiration is in hor favor. The queen of 
the salon must possess alertness of mind that 
fascinates, vivacity that enlivens, and the abil- 
ity of seeing subjects on all sides, not only the 
serious but the humorous side, with its gro- 
tesqueness, its comedies, and its oddities. 

American women as a class are not conver- 
sationalists. They have not the artof ex- 
pressing themselves in that rapid succession 
of thought that the clever French woman in- 
dulges in, and this is solely why dinners and 
receptions in America are so often dull and 
unentertaining. In fact, the women of this 
country are not readers; they are seekers of 
literature of a desultory character, but they 
are not students. And one need only to visit 
the summer resorts to see these creatures ot 
fashion put out on the piazza in the morn- 
ing, turned around at noon, and taken in at 
night.“ to view their inactive lives, their use- 
less existence, their yacant minds. 

Of the French women whose salons were so 
famous Mme. Récamier and Mme. Mohl were 
the most remarkable. Mme. de Rémusat. 
Mme. Lebrun, Mme. Dudevant, all had their 
afternoons or evenings, all were noted for 
their beauty and delightful manners, their 
magnetism, and womanly fascinations. Their 
suites of rooms were rot furnished in the 
gorgeous style of the period; their entertain- 
ments were solely an inteliectual feast, where 
the witticisms, the repartee, the bright say- 
ings, and clever bonmots filled the room 
with scintillating. sparks that have ren- 
dered their talks famous the world 
over. Did the women of that period 4— 
sess greater literary abilities? ere 
they writers? Did they give to the world 
their creations of novels, essays, or passionate 
poems? Or were they the great lights that 
compelled every one to revolve around them? 
They were women of intellectual fascination, 
but not intellectual abilities. They were the 
miners of the feast, whose tongues, like a 
sharp-edged tool, dug out the treasures of 
thought in others, where a bit of wit and wis- 
dom was planted here and there, adulation 
and flattery receiving only a secondary con- 
sideration. They simply amused the world 
and brought together the great men, the great 
women of the age in which they lived. 

If the American woman of today would 
form for herself a salon she must begin by 
understanding the art of entertaining. She 
need not be a literary woman, for they of all 
people are most unfitted for the position; 
their minds are so filled with projects of their 
own that they are oblivious at times to every- 
thing happening around them, and they have 
not the sparkle, the brightness, or the art of 
They may 
raise the latch and admit the world on a cer- 
tain evening, but that does not make a salon. 
A salon is a work of art in its way. If the 
men who frequent it are those whose minds 
are fullof human thought, and interest in 
subjects that are discussed, whose powers of 
conversation are unique and original, if the 
women who grace it bring with them beauty 
of form and charm of manner, knowing well 
the art of making themselves agreeable and 
attractive, only one thing remains—that the 
grande dame of the salon, the great genius of 
the feast, shall partake not only of qualities 
that are endowed in man, but of the loveli- 
ness, the gracefulness, the intuitive kuowl- 
edge of woman. Until this is accomplished 
America can boast of its receptions, its din- 
ners, its entertainments, but not of its salon.
